To buy low 
and sell low, helps only one class in so- 
ciety, tho drones with whom I have no 
sympathy. The "penny wise and pound 
foolish" doctrine always injures tho poor 
more than tho rich, because thy price re- 
alized for merchandize should always in- 
dicate tha prico of labor. 'The average la- 
bor ot mining and minting a silver dollar 
is what has fixed its value. 


A large-consumption ot goods shows 


tho activity, cultivation aud prosperity of 
tho laborer. It moans ho is receiving 
good pay for hia work. 


In my business intercourse with a 


large number of merchants in the north- 
west, 1 have had au opportunity to study

Tho inventor o£ one codo largely used 
in tbo grain business in this city has ac- 
quired u comfortable competence from its 
sale.. Several cipbor-icttkera in New York

The ouly cases anal- 
ugous to IILS are tliofo ot the Prussian corps 
cnuisnanders who were engaged iu two very 
brief ware—ono in ISlK, i-alled the seven 
u'eeks' war, and another five years lau-r, 
which occupied for the whole term 6f its 
tninsnction not a fifth of the time Sheridan 
WILS in battle.
